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1 . I have read the referenced paper and it eeeme to me entirely 
satisfactory, provided it can he made consistent with ARPA's explanation 
of ite need for funds and for booetera for its various programs. 

2. In a discussion in Mr. Johnson's office several days ago it was 

stated: 
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a. That all miasiia activities for purely scientific purposes 
and hence moet instrumented missile and satellite firings were to 
become the responsibility of the new civilian Agency. 

b. That in any event, physicists and others swarm around 
these firings in as grsat numbers and with as great curiosity as 
biomedical experts swarm around biomedical firings. 


c. That ARPA was always having trouble justifying the 
number of firing* in the Man-in-Space program. These con- 
siderations make it difficult to find any good cover explanation 
of scheduling CORONA launchings that (1) doss not excite 
embarrassing curiosity about some group of outsiders, and (2) 
accounts for the CORONA launchings as part of a program which 
is legitimately within ARPA's province. 


3 . These complications and uncertainties being what they are, I 
woul d appreciate if you would go over this paper at your earliest convenience 
pith | | to ess what changes, if any, he recommends. It may 

>e that the best you can do at this time is modify it slightly in the direction 
,f vagueness as to that part of the cover story which departs from the straight 
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biomedical explanation. My own view, however, it that the unclassified 
story as yon have written it could satisfactorily explain a rather extensive 
Man-in -Space program starting with instrumented and missile test launch- 
ings and leading only at a later stage to launchings with animals.
